Home  of  Green  Bay  Packers 

FROM  SAND  LOT  TO  STADIUM 

The  fortunes  of  the  Green  Bay  Packers  have  com 
long  way  since  the  sandlot  years  of  1919-20  when  the 
Pack  subsisted  on  the  contents  of  George  Calhoun’s  hat. 
When  the  Packers  began  their  career  in  1919  they  played 
in  Hagemeister  Park  which  was  just  a big  vacant  lot  with 
a football  gridiron  marked  on  it.  There  were  no  gates  - not 
even  a fence.  Spectators  just  dropped  off  the  Walnut  Street 
streetcar  and  walked  over  to  the  sideline. 

In  1920  a section  of  stands  was  built -just  a small 
bleacher  with  a capacity  of  a couple  hundred  - on  one  side 
of  the  field  and  a fee  charged  to  sit  there.  The  next  year  a 
portable  canvas  fence  was  erected  around  the  whole  field 
and  a regular  admission  charge  established. 

When  Hagemeister  Park  was  dug  up  in  1923  the  Packers 
moved  to  Bellevue  Park  just  outside  of  Green  Bay.  Things 
were  Big  Time  there  with  crowds  of  4,000  to  5,000  waiting 
to  heckle  the  rival  Chicago  Bears.  The  Packers  used 
Bellevue  in  1923-24,  and  at  that  time  agitation  began  for 
the  building  of  a new  stadium. 

The  new  plant  was  barely  completed  in  time  for  the 
1925  opening  and  was  an  immediate  success.  The  Bear 
game  that  year  drew  a record  crowd  of  nearly  6,000. 

Sweating  capacity  was  gradually  increased  to  15,000  by

TO  DAILY  CLASS  I UTILIZATION 


SUPPLY -DEMAND  ADJUSTERS 
AUTOMATICALLY  CHANGE  PRICES 

In  considering  the  adequacy  of  supply  for  a market’s 
needs,  3 types  of  reserves  are  recognized  in  fluid  markets: 
Seasonal  reserves,  Day-to-Day  reserves,  and  Year-Round 
reserves.  The  last  is  a general  excess  of  supplies  over 
Class  I sales  plus  seasonal  and  short-term  reserves. 

Supply-demand  adjusters  serve  automatically  to  in- 
crease Class  I prices  when  the  amount  of  reserve  milk  in 
a market  declines  and  to  decrease  such  prices  when  re- 
serves increase  markedly.  As  mechanical  evaluators  of  the 
basic  price  structure,  their  use  reduces  the  frequency  of 
hearings  to  revise  prices.  Supply-demand  adjusters  were 
first  used  in  New  England  Federal  Order  Markets  in  1948, 
when  an  economic  formula  was  adopted  for  pricing  milk. 
As  of  July  1, 1965,  the  Class  I formula  pricing  in  61  of  the 
75  Federal  Milk  Marketing  Areas  incorporated  supply- 
demand  adjusters. 

USDA  usually  uses  the  past  history  of  existing  relation- 
ships between  producer  receipts  and  Class  I sales  of  milk 
in  a market  as  the  basing  point  for  supply-demand  adjust- 
ment. However,  characteristics  of  markets  vary  extensive- 
ly, so  the  supply-demand  adjusters  and  the  ways  they  are 
applied  vary  considerably  among  markets.  Variations  exist 
with  respect  to  the  period  chosen  for  comparing  the  current 
relationships  of  supply  and  sales  to  a normal  and  the  a- 
mount  of  price  change  indicated  by  a given  amount  of  de- 
parture from  normal.  Also  variation  occurs  in  the  number  of 
supply  or  sales  areas  used  in  calculating  or  applying  the 
factor.  For  some  markets,  limits  are  specified  in  terms  of 
price  relationships  to  other  markets  or  to  prevent  contra- 
seasonal  price  adjustments.  Many  markets  have  limits  to 
the  adjuster  itself. 

Supply-demand  adjustments  can  alter  Class  I price  re- 
lationships among  markets  and,  in  some  instances,  can 
cause  shifts  of  plants  or  producers  between  adjacent  mar- 
kets. In  addition  to  shifts  of  milk  between  fluid  markets  & 
alternative  outlets  the  adjuster  may  influence  the  quantity 
of  milk  supplied  by  producers  and  the  quantity  used  by 
consumers. 

Since  supply-demand  adjusters  affect  only  the  price 
used  for  Class  I,  the  effect  on  the  blend  price  paid  to  far- 
mers is  less  than  the  effect  on  the  Class  I price.  For  ex- 
ample, in  Chicago,  where  in  1964,  adjusters  were  deducting 
the  maximum  amount  permitted  by  order  specifications,  the 
deduction  was  3 percent  of  the  blend  price  compared  with 
6 percent  of  the  Class  I price.  Recent  studies  of  the  effect 
of  prices  on  milk  production  suggest  that,  over  a longer 
period,  a blend  price  change  of  3 percent  might  cause  milk 
production  to  change  1 to  5 percent  in  the  same  direction.

1934,  with  the  end  zones  still  uncovered.  With  the  filling 
in  of  the  area  around  the  end  zones  the  ultimate  capacity 
of  25,000  was  reached. 

After  World  War  II  City  Stadium  gradually  faded  from  its 
once  proud  position  as  one  of  the  favored  fie  Ids  in  the  Na- 
tional Football  League  to  an  inadequate  and  obsolete  field. 
As  pro  crowds  increased  it  was  impossible  to  expand  the 
capacity  any  further. 

September  29,  1957  was  a proud  day  for  Green  Bay  and 
its  Packers.  A million  dollar  modern  stadium  with  a seat- 
ing capacity  of  nearly  35,000  was  dedicated.  They  served 
notice  on  the  football  world  that  they  intended  to  support 
and  keep  their  “Packers”  in  Green  Bay  for  as  long  as  the 
forseeable  future.  After  many  expansions  a record  crowd 
of  50,858  was  reached  in  1965. 
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
